The Consejo Supe:ior de la befensa of Guatemala has given Col. Arana, 
Guatemalan Chief of Armed Forces, until 15 December to "clean house." If 
he fails to act iy that date, the Council itself is prepared to take steps. 
It is generally eupposed that Arana is supported by the Council. 


Meantize Col. Arana made two moves in his private "cold war" with President 
Arevalos 


a. On 19 November, Col. Arana ordered all automatic arms removed 
from the offices of the Presidential “4litary Staff in the 
Netional i'alace. 


b. On 22 Novenber 1948, Col. Arana pave a dinner party for the 
President of Congress, Dr. Victor ‘anuel Giordiani Huerta, 
and other jeputies of the Frente Pooular Iibertador, after 
which they conferred until five the next morning. Arana tried 
to convinces his guests thet he has no personal ambitions, and 
expressed she hope that certain antiecdministration opposition 
candidates would be successful in the coming elections. 


Source stated that in the current game of political chess between Arara and 


president Arevalo, .eana definitely has the upper hand, but each is well 
acquainted with the noves of the other. Arana is at present content to wait 
for some incident t justify his "intervention" in the government. 
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
